SUPREME COURT RENDERS 
DECISION HOLDING THAT 
LAW IS CONSTITUTIONAL 


Associate Justice McKenna in Partial Dissenting Opin-1 


ion Opposes Reversal of Wis- 


consin Case 


(By the Associated Press) 


WASHINGTON—The prohibition amendment was held con- 


stitutional today by the supreme court. 


The prohibilioft enforcement act was held constitutional. 
The opinion was rendered by Associate Justice Vandevanter. 
The court dismissed petitions filed by the state of Rhode 


Island to have federal officials enjoined from enforcing prohibi- 
tion in that state. 
• 


The court also dismissed injunction proceedings brought by 


the state of New Jersey to prevent enforcement of prohibiton 
within that state. 


Injunctions restraining prohibition officials from interfer- 


ing; with the Manitowoc Products Company, a Wisconsin corpor- 
ation in 'the manufacture of ber containing more than half of one 
percent of-alcoholic content were dissolved by the court.

ing- the welfare of the whole people 
the court stated only ultimate con- 
clusions without an exposition of 
the reasonings1 by which they have 
been reached." 


Referring to the provisions in the 


federal amendment prohibiting the 
manufacture, sale or transportation 
of intoxicating liquors and that re- 
lating to concurrent power the chief 
justice said in part: 


."It is contended that the result of 


these provisions is to require con- 
current action of congress and the 
states in enforcing the prohibition 
of the first .section and hence that in 
the absence of such concurrent ac- 
tion no enforcing legislation can ex- 
ist and therefore until, this takes 
place the prohibition of the first sec- 
tion is a dead letter.
